Ivlr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


On  the  informat on  available  to  me  the  general  state  of 
health  in  the  six  County  Districts  in  Tjouth-Last  Cornwall  has  been 
up  to  average  during  195U,  with  a  small  worsening  in  the  oeath  rate 
being  offset  by  a  complete  absence  of  maternal  deaths,  an  improvement 
in  the  infant  mortality  rate,  a  lower  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
and  a  welcome  improvement  in  figures  for  tuberculosis.  In  the 
memories  of  manj^  of  us  the  year  1954  will  be  recalled  with  little 
affection  as  one  of  cool,  wet,  sunless  weather.  It  may  be  of  interest 
that  0x1  the  moors  to  the  north  of  Liskeard  the  annual  rainfall  for 
1954  was  no  less  than  73  inches.  It  has  been  said  tliat  one  of  the 
main  topics  of  our  conversation  in  these  islands  is  the  weather,  and 
many  of  us  would  like  to  attribute  to  our  ever  changing,  and 
unpredictable,  weather  at  least  soirs  of  the  blame  for  th.e  ills  to 
which  human  flesh  is  heir,  I  feel  myself  that  for  the  iiK;jority  of  us 
the  main  influence  of  climate  and  weather  is  ps3^chological  rather  thaai 
physical.  It  is  true  that  at  the  extremes  of  life  adverse  or  severe 
climatic  conditions,  v/orsened  perhaps  by  aian-made  pollution  of  the  air 
can  have  a  serious  or  fatal  outcome,  for  most  however  ond  especially 
those  whose  livelihood  or  leisure  time  pursuits  are  dependent  on 
weather,  the  main  effect  is  on  mood  and  outlook,  fhat  cricketer  does 
not  feel  gloom  and  despondency  at  the  prospect  of  a  wet  Caturday 
afternoon,  and  what  farmer  or  gardener  does  not  feel  energetic,  and 
enthusiastic  when  the  sun  shines,  and  crops  can  be  tended  or  gathered 
in.  iVe  now  believe  that  our  mental  attitude  to  the  world  about  us  has 
much  to  do  with  certain  diseases,  and  with  climate  and  v/eather  having 
so  much  to  do  with  our  outlook,  and  being  for  some  sucn  an  important 
part  of  their  environment-,  it  might  be  said  that  it  has  at  least  an 
indirect  effect  on  our  health.  Deyonc,!.  this  I  do  not  thinlc  we  can  go, 
especially  in  our  temperate  climate  where  physically'-  injurious  extreme 
of  heat  and  cold  are  not  experienced. 


During  1954  the  total  estimated  population  of  the  Area  fell 
slightly  by  1,286  to  a  figure  of  51,990.  Of  the  constituent  districts 
St.  Germans  Rural  District,  Liskeard  Rural  District,  Saltash  Borough, 
Torpoint  Urban  District  and  Looe  Urban  District  all  showed  sma.ll 
reductions  in  estimated  population,  and  a  small  increase  occurred  in 
Liskeard  Borough.  The  live  birth  rate  at  15«5  per  1000  of  population 
was  fractionally  belov/  last  year’s  rate,  and  is  slightly  above  the 
national  birth  rate  of  15*2.  The  still-birth  rate  at  25.0  per  1000 
total  births  is  slightly  above  the  rate  of  24.0  for  England  and  Tales, 
and  is  greater  than  last  year’s  rate  of  I9.O  per  1000  total  birtl  s  in 
this  Area.  The  total  number  of  deaths,  697,  shows  an  increase  of  3I 
over  1953,  but  the  death  rate  of  11.4  pen  100  of  population  is  only 
fractionally  above  the  national  rate  of  11,3.  It  is  pleasant  to  be 
able  to  report  that  no  deaths  attributable  to  pregnancy  and  childbirth 
occurred  in  1954.  The  total  n-unber  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age 
dying  in  1954  reached  the  record  low  figure  of  13,  giving  a  rate  of 
18.5  per  1000  live  births  as  compared  v/ith  the  national  rate  of  25.5. 

As  in  previous  years  the  most  common  cause  of  death  w'as 
heart  disease.  It  was  resx)onsible  for  42.''j  of  all  deaths  in  the  Area. 
Cancer  of  all  types  v/as  the  next  most  common  cause,  being  responsible 
for  194  of  all  deaths  in  the  Area,  Amongst  heart  diseases  the  m.ost 
common  type  causing  death  was  coronary  disease  and  angina.  Of  the 
cancers  the  most  comi'tion  single  cancer  v/as  that  affecting  the  stomach. 
The  average  age  at  death  So  years  for  iixiles  and  73  years  for  females 
approximated  closely  to  the  expectation  of  life  in  lingland  and  ■.’ales 
as  a  v/hole.  Of  the  697  persons  who  died  in  this  Area  in  1954,  some 
3I8  or  45/j  were  aged  75  years  axid  over  at  the  time  of  death. 


In  recent  years  the  increased  nui'iiber  of  deaths  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  has  provoked  much  discussion  of  and  specu¬ 
lation  upon  possible  causes  of  the  increased  incidence  of  tliese 
cancers.  In  particular  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  possible 
role  of  tobacco  in  causing  or  beiny;  associ'rtcd  '.ith  th.osv-  cjnc  rs, 
no  really  invlis.-utable  or  fint.lly  co/rvineix,  ,  ryi  :...ce  i;..'cri  i.r-.ting 
tobaocc  has  been  produced  so  far.  Nevertheless  the  indirect  evidence 
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largely  statistical  in  nature,  and  increasing  in  volume  as  years  go 
"by  throws  grave  suspicion  on  tobacco,  especially  if  taken  in  the 
form  of  cigarettes  in  moderate  or  heavy  quantity  over  a  protracted  ‘  . 
period*  It  will  probably  be  marq?"  years  before  sufficient  evidence 
can  be  accumulated,  to  fix  the  cause  or  causes  of  these  cancers,  but  in 
view  of  their  increasing  toll  of  life  it  is  hoped  that  before  long 
some  means  of  reducing,  if  not  preyenting  their  incidence  v/ill  be 
found*  I  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  having*  figures  showing 
the  effect  of  this  form  of  cancer  in  Gouth  Tlast  Cornv/all,  and  for 
that  reason  I  have  gone  through  the  records  of  deaths  from  this 
disease  over  the  five  3/-ear  period  1950-54.  fhe  results  of  ray 
investigations  appear  in  the  form  of  t¥/o  additional  appendices  to 
this  report,  The  first  shows  deaths  in  actual  numbers  and  sexes  in 
the  six  County  Districts,  and  in  the  whole  health  Area*  from  this 
it  appears  that  deaths  from  this  cause  have  been  more  nunierous  in 
1953  and  1954  than  in  the  previous  three  years*  Lxcept  for  the 
year  1950  the  preponderance  of  male  over  female  deahis,  almost  3  to 
1,  was  less  than  the  ratio  of  5  to  0  male  to  1  female  deaths  v/hich 
obtains  in  the  country;-  as  a  whole.  The  second  appendix  shows 
comparative  death  rates  per  1000  of  the  population  in  this  health  Area, 
Gornv/all  County  and  England  and  i/ales.  From  this  it  v/ould  appear  that 
although  the  death  rate  has  been  increasing  in  all  three  cases,  the 
relative  nuniber  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  and  bronchus  is  less 
in  this  part  of  Cornwall,  and  in  Cornwall  County  than  in  England  and 
Wales  generally* 

In  my  Annual  Report  last  year  I  expressed  some  concern  about 
the  relatively  high  incidence  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  this 
Area,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  tell  you  of  a  considerable  improvement 
in  the  position  during  1954,  v/hen  the  total  number  of  nev/  cases 
notified  fell  to  39,  a  reduction  of  24  on  the  figure  for  1953*  As  far 
as  individual  districts  v;ere  concerned,  St,  Gerinans  Rural  District  and 
Saltash  Borough  shov/ed  marked  reductions,  Torpoint  Urban  District  had 
a  moderate  reduction  and  Looe  Urban  District  a  small  reduction*  In 
Liskeard  Rural  District  and  Liskeard  Borough  there  was  a  moderate  in¬ 
crease  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
tuberculoses  -  4  in  all  -  is  the  lov/est  so  far  recorded  in  this  Area, 
and  represents  a  striking  improvement  on  the  average  of  18  to  20 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  which  occurred  as  recently  as  five  years  ago* 
Iviy  views  on  the  possibility  of  the  early  eradication  of  tuberculosis 
remain  substantially  as  stated  in  my  last  Annual  '  -Cport,  and  I  cannot 
yet  share  the  views  of  those  who  believe  that  tuberculosis  will  very 
soon  become  as  rare  and  unusual  as  diphtheria  now  is,  I.Iuch  as  we  all 
welcome  the  reduction  in  the  nuinber  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  I 
feel  that  this  fact  is  sometimes  over-publicised  in  an  endeavour  to 
show  that  the  tuberculosis  situation  is  improving  generally* 

Laudable  as  our  success  in  checking  tuberculosis  mortality  may  be, 
the  real  victory  will  not  be  won  until  wholesale  eradication  of  the 
disease  removes  the  possibility^  of  infection. 

As  a  step  towards  controlling  and  preventing  tuberculosis, 
the  scheme  for  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of 
children  in  the  school  leaving  age  group  i.e,  those  attaining  the  age 
of  14  years  during  1954,  got  und.er  way  during  the  early  summer*  Of 
the  507  school  leavers  eligible  for  vaccination  some  395  received 
B.CoG,  vaccine,  and  have  thereby  been  stimulated  to  produce  some 
resistance  to  the  disease.  The  percentage  of  parents  who  refused  to 
have  their  children  vaccinated  was  3/>  -  a  commendably  lov/  figure, 
whilst  absentees  did  not  exceed  Cf-*  We  were  interested  to  find  a  low 
percentage  -  13^>  -  of  positive  reactors  to  the  pre-vaccination  I'b.ntoux 
test.  This  latter  finding  suggests  that  school  children  in  Cornwall 
are  not  exposed  to  a  great  deal  of  human  or  animal  tuberculous 
infection.  It  also  suggests  that  if  these  negative  reactor  children  - 
about  80%  of  the  school  leaving  population  -  who  are  devoid  of  any 
natural  resistence  to  tuberculosis,  had  gone  unprotected  by  vaccination 
into  crowded  city  or  urban  communities  where  the  level  of  tuberculous 
infection  is  usually^  higher,  they?*  might  well  have  fallen  victim  to  the 
disease.  The  relatively^  low  degree  of  natural  immunity  disclosed  by^ 
the  scheme  underlines  the  importance  of  present  efforts  to  stimulate 
the  product ion  in  these  children  of  some  artificial  immunity  or 
resistence  to  the  disease  thr ough  B, C,  G.  vaccination* 
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Heasona'bly  good  progress  in  the  provision  of  nev/  houses 
continued  in  all  parts  of  the  Area  during  1954.  In  spite  of  tie  Isrge 
nuniber  of  new  houses  huilt  since  the  war,  there  is  still  an  appreciable 
demand  for  houses  particularly  in  urban  parts  of  the  Area,  The  posi¬ 
tion  is  easier  in  the  two  rural  districts,  where  most  demands  for  re¬ 
housing  can  now  he  met  without  great  delay*  ITow  that  the  main  demc.nd 
for  rehousing  has  eased,  ones  attention  is  being  increasingly  focussed 
on  old,  sub-standard  houses,  either  singly  or  in  groups,  whose  condition 
and  state  of  dilapidation  is  such  that  the  only  meaiis  of  dealing  with 
them  is  by  closing  or  demolition.  Many  of  the  people  who  occupy  these 
houses  have  up  to  no\v  been  overlooked  in  the  anxiety  to  jjrovide  new 
houses  for  families  living  und.er  even  worse  conditions,  and  the  occu¬ 
pants  themselves,  many  of  whom  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  the 
higher  rent  of  a  new  house,  have  not  been  very  active  in  drav/ing 
attention  to  their  unsatisfactory  living  conditions.  ‘'-arDy  in  1954 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  directed  f  at  local 
authorities  should  now  take  up  as  a  ms.tter  of  urgency,  and  after  a 
lapse  of  some  15  years,  the  (Question  of  slum  clearance.  All  local 
authorities  are  now  required  to  place  before  the  Minister  by  Aug*uct 
1955  their  proposals  for  dealing  v/ith  slum  areas  and  we  all  hope  that 
this  will  mark  the  beginning  of  a  campe.ign  to  eliminate  worn-out,  un¬ 
sound  and  unhealthy  dwellings,  especially  \/here  in  urban  areas  f.iese 
are  crowded  together  in  small  courtyards,  and  alleys.  Naturally  acco¬ 
mmodation  will  have  to  be  found  for  those  displaced  from  sluia  houses 
and  this  inevitably  means  the  provision  of  hiore  nev/  Council  H.ouses 
to  meet  this  specific  need,  in  addition  to  whatever  programme  of  new 
construction  is  needed  to  meet  normal  demands.  V/liilst  we  all  recognise 
and  are  anxious  over  the  additional  financial  burden  tliat  slum  clearance 
schemes  will  impose  on  national  and  local  finances  v/e  cannot  in  justice 
provide  up-to-date  and  healthy  housing  for  a  part  of  the  comiiunity  and 
allow  dilapidated  and  unhealthy  houses  wjthout  convenience  or  amenity 
to  continue  as  dwelling  places,  h'his  Area  being  mainly  rural  in 
character  the  concentration  of  slum  dwellings  is  nowhere  very  great, 
and  it  should  be  possible  to  find  a  slov/er  and  more  gradual  solution 
of  the  problem  than  is  possible  in  large  towns  and  cities. 

In  the  field  of  v/ater  supply  the  principal  event  of  1954  v/as 
the  constitution  of  the  Liskeard  and  District  Water  Doard,  The  primary 
task  of  this  authority  will  be  the  supply  of  v/ater  in  bulk  to  the 
Liskeard  Pural  District  and  the  Dorough  of  Liskeard.  The  latter 
authority  has  of  course  had  an  excellent  supply  for  marq/’  years,  and 
indeed  the  first  part  of  the  new  Board’s  scheme  is  based  on  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  reservoirs  and  treatment  plant  on  St,  Cleer  Dov/ns  previously 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Borough  of  Liskeard,  'Water  from  the  Diver 
Fowey  will  be  collected  at  a  point  near  Trekieve  Gteps  and  will  be  fed 
by  a  large  diameter  intake  main  to  the  enlarged  reservoir  and  treatm.ent 
works  at  Bt,  Cleer,  Prom  there  it  will  be  available  for  distribution 
over  a  wide  area  of  the  Liskeard  Dural  District  and  perhaps  in  later 
years  to  adjoining  districts  if  required.  The  scheme  should  prove  of 
great  benefit  to  the  Liskeard  Dural  District  where  at  present  the 
inhabitants  are  dependent  on  small  local  supplies  of  doubtful  or 
frankly  poor  quality,  liable  to  fail  in  dry  weather.  As  with  rural 
electrification  it  should  do  much  to  increase  efficiency  in,  and 
remove  some  of  the  drudgery  from  the  farming  industry,  and  it  might 
in  some  small  vmy  help  to  stem  the  drift  of  population  av/ay  from 
rural  areas  to  towns  and  cities.  In  other  parts  of  the  Area  there  were 
no  outstanding  developments  in  this  field  but  progress  was  made 
extending  and  improving  existing  supplies. 

As  far  as  sewage  disposal  v/as  concerned,  although  many  schemes 
were  prepared  and  sent  forward  for  approval  very  little  was  dene  in  the 
actual  construction  of  sewage  disposal  plants  on  any  scale.  The  great 
need  for  better  sewage  disposal  is  v/idespread  and  although  the  Ministry 
concerned  agrees  in  principal  with  the  need  for  ouch  schemes,  it  is  not 
possible  in  the  national  interest  to  allow  unrestricted  work  to  take 
place  on  all  schemes  put  forward'  not  only  in  this  Area  but  tliroughoub 
the  whole  country.  Thus  whilst  menibers  and  officials  of  District 
Councils  may  be  anxious  to  see  rapid  progress  in  the  provision  of 
proper  sev/age  disposal  arrangeiients,  we  must  necessarily  accept  the 
restraints  imposed  by  the  Central  Government. 
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The  incidence  o^'  iiiTectious  disease  ( other  ^•’chan 
tuherculosis)  v/as  lisiic  during  1934>  the  total  of  705  cases  repres-  , 
enting  a  large  reduction  of  the  figure  of  1917  cases  in  1953*  The 
most  prevalent  diseases  were  whooping  cough  with  495  cases,  measles 
with  59  cases,  pneumonia  v/ith  55  cases  and  Sonne  dysentery  with  54 
cases.  There  were  4  cases  of  polionyelitis,  of  which  two  were  non¬ 
paralytic,  One  case  only  of  food  poising  was  notified,  'i.’here  \/ere  two 
deaths  from  v/hooping  cough,  hoth  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

At  the  time  of  ;vriting  this  Report  the  nev/s  of  a  new  and 
apparently  successful  vaccine  against  polioiriyelitis  is  still  fresh 
in  our  minds,  Th-.s  Salk  vaccine  has  heen  prepared,  perfected  and 
tried  out  on  a  large  number  of  clxildren  in  America,  and  preliminary 
reports  suggest  that  it  affords  some  protection  against  this  disease. 

It  is  obviously  much  too  early  to  form  anj'’  reliable  judgement  of  the 
efficiency  of  this  newest  weapon  in  the  battle  against  poliomyelitis, 
and  indeed, within  a  very  short  time  of  the  first  announcement 
concerning  the  vaccine,  reports  of  vaccinated  children  developing 
paralytic  poliomj^elitis  have  emphasised’  the  neod  for  caution  in  our 
approach  to  this  subject.  It  would  be  too  much  to  e;:pect  that  the 
use  of  such  a  new  and  relatively  untried  remedy  v/ould  be  free  of 
pitfalls,  and  disappointments.  In  spite  of,  and  perhaps  because  of 
such  setbacks  advances  in  knowledge  and  technicnie  v/ill  follov.g  and 
I  feel  the  future  in  this  field  of  disease  prevention  holds  much 
promise.  Up  to  now  effective  control  of  poliomyelitis  involving 
as  it  did  early  recognition  of  cases,  and  close  surveillance  of,  and. 
control  over  contacts,  was  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  establish. 

It  must  therefore  be  the  earnest  wish  of  all  of  us  that  the  efforts 
nov/  being  made  to  control  and  prevent  poliomyelitis  b?/  a  suitable 
vaccine  will  be  croi;med  with  ever  increasing  success  -  such  success 
as  we  have  witnessed  in  the  past  14  :  ears  in  the  v/onderfully  effective 
campaign  against  diphtheria, 

I  have  written  just  nov/  of  the  success  of  the  immunisation 
campaign  against  diphtheria.  The  effect  of  this  has  been  to  almost 
completely  banish  this  disease  from  our  midst,  and  many  of  our 
younger  parents  will  have  little  or  no  recollection  of  the  'pei^iod 
prior  to  1941  when  diphtheria  affected  tens  of  thousands  of  children 
and  caused  hundreds  of  deaths.  They  may  be  tempted  to  think  that 
diphtheria  has  disappeared  for  all  time,  and  that  immunisation  is 
no  longer  necessary.  At  the  risk  of  being  considered  tedious  and 
repetitive,  I  must  again  warn  parents  of  young  children  that  if 
immunisation  is  neglected  it  may  not  be  very  long  before  diphtheria 
is  again  prevalent,  and  causing  suffering  and  deaths  amongst 
children.  It  is  most  important  that  all  infants  be  inmiunised  against 
diphtheria  by  the  time  they  are  six  months  of  age,  and  I  hope  parents 
of  young  babies  will  make  ever3''  effort  to  see  that  this  is  done.  The 
amount  of  pain  and  suffering  associated  with  the  tli3?ee  injections 
required  is  so  trivial  that  no  parent  can  reasonably  put  this  forward 
as  an  excuse  for  delaying  or  neglecting  to  have  tliis  simple,  but  all- 
important  procedure  carried  out,  moreover  some  protection  against 
whooping  cough  can  now  be  ensured  through  the  same  series  of  injec¬ 
tions,  thus  helping  the  young  child  to  form  its  own  defences  against 
two  diseases  v/hich  previously  took  a  heavy  toll  of  infant  life. 

The  welfare  of  old  people,  particularly  those  living  alone, 
continued  to  cause  anxiety  during  1954,  In  most  cases  it  was  possible 
to  persuade  old  persons  v/ho  could  no  longer  adequately  care  for  them¬ 
selves  to  enter  a  hoiTie  or  institution  where  thej^  M^ould  be  cared  for. 

In  one  instance  where  an  old  lady  of  75  years  was  found  living  in  a 
large  house  under  the  most  appallingly  filtliy  and  verminous  conditions, 
and  all  effort  at  persuasion  had  failed,  it  was  necessary  to  iixike  an 
application  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  bection  47  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  to  compulsorily  remove  her 
to  Lamellion  House,  Liskeard,  After  considering  the  svidsiioe  puli 
thtim  wtAt  tha  naoasfiary  and  iha  oXd 

paraon  was  romovad  to  LanaUlon  Uouaa*  Sha  raaalaad  iiiQV  far  aaaia 
months  apparently  content,  but  following  an  attack  of  senile  dementia 
had  to  be  removed  to  St,  Lawrences  Hospital,  Bodmin,  where  she  has 
remained.

Water  Supply. 

As  recently  as  1949  the  water  supply  to  the  town  had  to  be 
severely  curtailed  in  order  to  conserve  the  inadequate  supplies 
available  from  the  Council's  reservoirs  at  Mglaroosc  and  Craf thole, 
iviuch  of  the  trouble  was  caused  by  an  accumulation  of  mud,  and  other 
foreign  matter  in  the  reservoirs  whereby  their  capacity  to  store  water 
was  materially  reduced.  In  addition  the  towiis  distribution  mains, 
v/hich  had  been  shaken  and  damaged  by  war-time  bonbing,  v/erc  believed  to 
bo  leaking  in  many  places.  It  was  then  clear  that  if  something  could 
not  be  done  to  improve  water  supplies  to  tlie  Urban  District,  future 
development,  and  especially  the  provision  of  badly  needed  new  housing, 
would  be  seriously  slowed  down.  About  this  time  the  .surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  to.  ■/.  hogarth,  started  on  the  long,  slow  and 
painstaking  task  of  over-hauling  and  improving  the  water  undertaking. 
One  of  the  first  things  to  be  none  v/as  a  careful  scrutiny  and  check 
of  the  distribution  mains  in  the  town.  r.'Iany  leaks,  some  of  them  of 


considerable  size,  v/ere  discovered  and  dealt  with  and  in  this  way

magnitude  vdiich  could  bnlj^'  he  carried  out  during  tlie  winter  and  early- 
spring  months  and  it  was  some  three  or  four  years  heforc  a  satisfactory 
result  was  achieved.  Simultaneously  with  these  efforts  to  increase 
and  improve  storage  capacity,  and  curtail  avoidable  waste,  the 
possibility  of  tapping  convenient  new  sources  of  supply  was  considered 
and  it  was  found  that  sonic  20,000  gallons  per  day  could  be  obtained 
from  a  reliable  source  at  Pool  farm,  Slieviock,  Following  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  certain  necessary  works  and  the  installation  of  electric 
pumping  plant,  water  from  this  nevir  source  became  available  in  March, 
1954,  and  proved  a  most  useful  supplement  to  the  other  main  sources 
of  supply  at  Eglaroose,  and  Grafthole.  There  are  still  grave  losses 
of  stored  water  at  Eglaroose  reser\oir  where  the  impounding  dam  is 
unsound.  It  is  hoped  to  undertake  extensive  repairs  to  this  dam 
early  in  1955,  and  if  these  can  be  undertaken,  and  successfully 
completed  the  Gouncil's  water  supply  undertaking  should  be  in  a 
position  to  hold  out  against  fairly  prolonged  periods  of  dry  v/cather, 
wathout  the  necessity  for  difficult  and  tiresome  restrictions  on 
domestic  and  trade  consumers.

direction. 


I  have  written  at  some  length  on  the  subject  of  water  supply 
because  it  demonstrates  how  a  very  difficult,  almost  an  impossible 
situation  can  be  retrieved  by  carefully  planned  and  painstaking 
remedial  mea  sures.  In  1949,  most  of  us  who  were  acquainted  with  the 
faults  and  failings  in  the  Council’s  water  supply  undertaking,  could 
feel  little  but  pessimism  when  we  tried  to  look  ahead  to  a  solution 
of  the  difficulties.  To  his  great  credit,  the  Council’s  Purveyor  and 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  liogarth,  though  sharing  some  of  our 
pessimism,  refused  to  be  overawed  by 'the  difficulties  he  could  see 
lying  ahead,  and  bjr  dint  of  carefully  planned,  methodical  steps 
carried  oat  quietly  over  the  past  five  years,  he  has  transformed  and 
redeemed  an  apparently  hopeless  situation.  If  and  v/hen  the  leaks  in 
the  Eglaroose  dam  are  staunched,  the  tov/n  should  have  available  a 
quant itji^  of  water  vdiich  if  not  equal  to  extravagpait  deiiiands,  will  be 
fully  adequate  to  meet  normal  requirements  for  some  time, 

Sewagage  and  Sewage  Disposal « 

During  1954  no  changes  or  developments  in  the  present  system 
of  discharging  crude,  untreated  sewage  into  the  tidal  estuary  of  the 
riamoaze  took  place,  and  none  are  contemplated. 


Food, 

The  ramin  activity  in  connection  with  food  continued  to  be  the 
regular  inspection  of  all  premises  in  v/liich  food  is  handled,  prepared 
and  served.  In  general  standards  were  fomid  to  be  reasonably  good, 
and  traders  were  co-operative  in  adopting  suggestions  for  improving 
methods  and  equipment  in  their  shops. 

The  handing  back  of  meat  trading  to  private  enterprise  caused  no 
difficulties,  and  no  private  slaughter  houses  were  opened  in  the  Urban 
District,

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Water  Supply. 

Further  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  place  the  Coimcil’s 
water  supplies  on  a  firm  footing.  I’he  installation  of  the  pl?\nt  to 
pump  water  at  a  rate  of  20,000  ,,;allons  per  da;''  from  Fool  Farm  near 
Sheviock  and  which  vms  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  '/as  completed 
in  March.  Although  the  rainfall  for  the  sumiTier  months  was  ahovo  the 
average,  this  electrically  driven  pump  ma'cerially  assisted  in 
maintaining  a  full  reserve  of  v/ater  in  the  hgiaroose  reservoir. 


The  position  at  Eglaroose  reservoir  continues  to  give  some  cause 
for  concern  and  during  the  latter  months  of  this  yea:?  ti  e  Council  called 
in  a  Consulting  Civil  Engineer  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  concrete 
dam,  and  the  Engineer's  report  mad,e  it  clear  to  the  Oouncil  t.liat  earl;'- 
repairs  to  the  dam  were  indicated  because  of  serious  water  leakages. 

It  was  recommended  that  cementation  under  pressure  from,  bore-holes 
in  the  dam  itself  should  be  employed  and  the  Council  intends  to 
proceed  v^^ith  this.  The  Consulting  Engineer  was  also  instructed  to 
report  on  the  state  of  filtration  of  water  f.rom  this  reservoir  v/ith  a 
view  to  the  possible  installation  of  either  rapid  gravity  or  pressure 
filters  so  as  to  ensure  a  v/holesoine  water  supply.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  report  will  com.e  to  hand  in  the  near  future. 


The  remining  source  of  v/ater  supply,  na'mely  Or a.f thole  reservoir 
has  again  been  emptied  for  cleaning  purposes  and  dian;''  ti  ousands  of 
tons  of  mud  and  v/eed  have  been  removed  b;/  means  of  hydraulic  pumps, 
thus  improving  the  storage  capacity  and  purity  of  an  already  good 
source  of  supply.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewerage  system  of  tue  town  continues  to  function  satisfac¬ 
torily,  except  that  at  times  of  sudden  and  heavy  rainfall,  surcharging 
of  the  sewers  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  tovTi  takes  place,  and  in  only 
one  instance  has  serious  flooding;  resulted,  and  t.  is  is  at  a  low  level 
on  the  trunk  road  known  as  Clarence  Place.  It  was  found,  however, 
that  the  surface  v/ater  drainage  of  the  trunk  road  v/as  partiall.y  res¬ 
ponsible  for  this  and  the  County  Council,  as  agents  for  the  Ministry 
of  Transport,  laid  a  new  surface  v/ater  sewer;  but  since  then  there 
has  been  no  rain  storm  approaching  cloud  burst  !3evcrity  and  the 
Coujicil  is  conseouently  not  yet  satisfied  that  any  alteration  to  the 
sewer  is  necessary.
